S.R.O. 229— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Naval Ceremonial. Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may toe called the Naval Ceremonial. Conditions of 
Service and Miscellaneous (Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regula- 
tions. 1964— 

(a) in regulation 145, after the words 'the prescribed age of compulsory 

retirement whichever is earlier 7 , the following words shall be 

Inserted, namely: — 

"Tenurue of service In the substantive rank of Vice-Admiral shall be three 
years which may be extended to four years.” 

(b) In regulation 179, for the entry ‘Vice-Admiral’ — 60 years’, the following 

entries shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Admiral — 60 years. 

Vice-Admiral — 58 years”.

S.R.O. 230, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the posts of Hindi Translators Grade I and Grade 
II under the Ministry of Defence, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may (be called the Ministry 
of Defence (Hindi Translators) recruitment Riales. 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts of "Hindi Translators 
Grade I and Grade II” under the Ministry of Defence, as specified in column I 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of post, classification and the scale of pay—- The number of the said 
posts, their classifications and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as speci- 
fied in columns 2 to 4 of the said.. Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, ago limit, nualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 5' to 12 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper aze limit specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons In accordance with the orders Issued 
from time to time by the Central Government. 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who. 
having a spouse living, marries In any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts: and 
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(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

6 Power to relax. Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 

necessary or expedient so to do, it may, bv order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of these provisions with respect to any class or category of 
persons.

SR.O. 233. — In pursuance of rule 11 of the Armed Forces ; Headquarters Clerical 
Service Rules 1968, the Central Government, after consultation with the Umo 
Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following regulations to amend the 
Armed Forces HeSS Clerical Service (Competitive Examination) Regula- 
tions, 1909, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 
Service (Competitive Examination) Amendment Regulations, 1979. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 12th day of April, 
1069. 
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2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service (Competitive Examina- 
tion) Regulations, 1969, 

(1) in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 2, 

(a) in clause (b), the word “and" occurring after the words “Central Govern- 
ment’’ shall be omitted; 

(b) after clause (b), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(bb) ‘ex-serviceman 1 means a person, who has served in any rank (whether 
as a combatant or not) in the Armed Forces of the Union for a continuous period 
of six months and who had been released otherwise than by way of dismissal or 
discharge on account of misconduct or inefficiency. 

Explanation . — For the purpose of this clause, “Armed Forces of the Union" 
shall include the Armed Forces of the former Indian States but does not include 
members of the following forces, namely:— 

(a) Assam Rifles; 

(b) Lok Sahayak Sena; and 

(c) General Reserve Engineer Force; and”. 

(ii) for the existing proviso to clause (ill) of regulation 4, the following proviso 
:shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Provided that in exceptional cases a candidate who, though not possessing 
any of the qualifications specified in this clause, may be treated by 
the Commission as educationally qualified if he possesses qualifica- 
tions the standard of which, in the opinion of the Commission, justifies 
his admission to the examination. 

Note.— A candidate, who has appeared at an examination the passing of which 
would render him eligible to appear at the examination, but has not been informed 
■of the result, may apply for admission to the examination. A candidate, who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination, may also apply provided the 
■qualifying examination is completed before the commencement of the examination. 
Such candidates may be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible, but the 
admission shall be deemed to be provisional and subject to cancellation, if they 
do not produce proof of having passed the qualifying examination, as 30on as 
possible and in any case not later than two months after the commencement of 
the examination.” 


EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service (Competitive Examination) 
Amendment Regulations, 1970. 

It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the above amendment 
for the following reasons. 

The AFHQ Clerical Service was constituted w.e.f. 1st March, 1968 vide the 
AFHQ Clerical Service Rules, 1968. In the Third Schedule to these Rules, it has 
been provided inter alia that 90 per cent of the temporary vacancies in the grade 
of Lower Division Clerk shall be filled by direct recruitment on the basis of com- 
petitive examinations held for the purpose by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission, subject to reservation of vacancies for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and for Ex-Servicemen in accordance with the rules and orders Issued 
by the Government from time to time. 

In pursuance of rule 11 of the AFHQ Clerical Service Rules, 1968, the AFHQ 
Clerical Service (Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1969 were formulated; 
in these regulations the procedure for the competitive examinations, referred to 
in the Third Schedule, was laid down. Sub-regulation (4) of regulation 8 ibid 
provides that appointments to the Lower Division Grade of the Service on the 
Tesults of any examination shall be made to the extent of the available vacancies, 
in the order of merit of the candidates recommended by the Union Public Service 
Commission for appointment, subject to reservations for the candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and for Ex-Servicemen in ac- 
cordance with the orders Issued by Government in this behalf from time to time. 

The Rules for the Clerks’ Grade Examination held in 1969 were notified by the 
Minlntry of Home Affairs on 2nd November, 1968, The examination is meant to 
recruit Lower Division Clerks for Central Secretariat Clerical Service, Indian 
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Foreign Service (B), Railway Board Clerical Service and Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Clerical Service, etc. In the above Rules, it was stated inter alia that — 

(a) some percentage of vacancies in LD Grade would be reserved for Ex- 

Servicemen; 

(b) a candidate who had appeared at an examination the passing of which 

would render him eligible to appear at the examination, would be 
admitted provisionally to the examination subject to certain conditions. 

The term “Ex-Serviceman” has not been defined either in the AFHQ Clerical 
Service Rules, 1968 or in the AFHQ Clerical Service (.Competitive Examination) 
Regulations, I960; In these rules and regulations, there is also no provision for 
regulating admission on provisional basis of candidates who had appeared at an 
■examination the passing of which would have rendered them eligible to appear 
at the Clerks' Grade Examination held in 1969. The qualified candidates of the 
said examination have since been nominated by the Ministry of Home Affairs 
to various Services Including the AFHQ Clerical Service and while doing so, some 
Ex-Servicemen who completed for the examination against the reserved vacancies, 
have also ben nominated. Retrospective effect to this amendment is necessary, 
because the principle of reservation for such category of persons as incorporated 
in sub-regulation (4) of regulation 8 of the AFHQ Clerical Service (Competitive 
Examination) Regulations, i960 and in the Third Schedule to the AFHQ Clerical 
Service Rules, 1968 has already been implemented. 

It is certified that giving retrospective effect to this amendment does not 
.adversely affect the interests of Lower Division Clerks appointed to the AFHQ 
Clerical Service.
